OBSERVATIONS  ON  THE  OCCURRENCE  ON  fALLRIA  ON  SHIPS 

During  uhe  year  under  review,  six  cases  of  malaria  were  observed  on  three  ships. 

1*  A  1  ad-N  passenger  on  board  a  Union  Castle  Liner  from  E  st  Africa.  She- had  been 
l.  treated  on  board. 

A*  Eour  members  of  the  crew  of  a  Swedish  ship  which  arrived  in  October  1S3A  from 
Ihorth  and  Uest  iifrican  Ports  (the  last  being  Duala  and  Dakar)  were  reported  to  be 
■  suffering  from  influenza,  for  which  they  had  been  treated  by  Penicillin.  They  were 
vomiting,  fevered  and. obviously  ill.  Malaria  was  suspected,  Penicillin  stopped,  the 
blood  examined  and  quinine  administered.  The  blood  picture  showed  .Malignant  Tertian 
Malaria,  three  oi  them  primary  and  one  a  recurrence.  All  recovered  while  the  ship

1.  As  soon  as  practicable  after  arrival  such  ships  are  systematically 
by  the  Authority ’ s  Rodent  Operator  under  the  supervision  of  an  Inspector, 
possible  har courages  are  carefully  noted,  also  damage  to  cargo  and  stores 
paying  particular  attention  to  excreta,  gnawings,  runs  and'  sme’a'rs', *  1  From  stem  to 
stern  every  compartment  is  minutely  inspected  including  .atakchoMs.,.  shaft  tunnel 
an.i.  boiler  tops,  which  often  reveal  evidence  of  infestation  by  the  amount  of 
■Lootings  seen  in  the  fine  dust  which  is  always  pr e sen’ t’  ’there,  and  it  rests  entirely 
upon  the  result  of  such  inspections  as  to  whether  the  vessel  is  granted  an 
Exemption  Certif icate  or  Deratting  measures  have  to  be  employed;  and  only  by  such 
careful  inspections  can  the  rat  population  be  approximately 'assessed, 

a.  All  rats  submitted  for  bacteriological  or  pathological  examination  from  such 
■essels  are  for' warded "to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Havelock  Hospital, 
Hylton  Road,  Sunderland, 
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3. Methods  of  Derat ting  -  Ships 

(i)  Fumigation  by  sulphur  dioxide  gas,  which  is  generated  by  burning  sulphur, 
three  pounds  of  sulphur  to  each  thousand  cu, ft.  of  space;  minimum  time  of  exposure  - 
eight  hours, 

(ii)  Hydrogen  cyanide,  ’which  is  generated  by  the  vapourisation  of  liquid  hydrogen 
cyanide,  two  ounces  per  thousand  cubic  feet  for  cargo  space  and  storerooms;  one 
ounce  per  thousand  cubic  feet  for  living  quarters  and  other  places  not  used  for 
stores  or  cargo;  minimum  time  of  exposure  -  two  hours, 

(iii)  Trapping  and  laying  of  poison  baits. 

Fumigations  are  done  by  commercial  contractors  whose  staffs  are  trained  to 
comply  with  the  Hydrogen  Cyanide  (Fumigation  of  Ships)  Regulations,  1951. 

4.  When  vessels  are  examined  for  the  purpose  of  issuing  Deratting  or  Deratting 

"Exemption"  Certificates,  any  harbourages,  runs,  gnawings,  defective  bulkheads, 
giving  access  to  stores  etc, ,  are  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Master  or  owner  and 
practical  suggestions  made  for  remedying  the  same.  Particular  attention  is  given 
to  new  vessels  and  wherever  it  is  necessary  instructions  are  given  to  see.  that  all 
pipes  entering  compartments  are  effectively  fitted  with  collars,  and  steel  flashings 
are  fitted  in  places  'where  rodents  may  possibly  enter,  to  eliminate  any  possible 
source  of  nesting.  Drainage  holes  in  the  holds  are  given  careful  attention,  as 
these  may  be  of  a  nature  and  size  to  afford  easy  ingress  and  provide  a  means  of 
future  infestation.
